The duties of the Trade Commissioners (each of whom is assisted 
by a staff of local correspondents at important centres of the 
respective Dominions) are to advise the Board of Trade of any 
opportunities which may offer (in the form of contracts open to 
tender, or in any other way) for the development of British trade 
in the Dominions to which they are accredited ; and to report from 
time to time (if necessary by telegraph) on all other matters of 
commercial interest, including changes in Customs duties and 
regulations, financial and trade conditions, foreign competition, 
changes in regard to means of transport, legislation affecting trade 
and commerce, and similar matters. Some part of the information 
so received is (at the discretion of the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch) distributed in the manner described on p. 103 under the 
heading ‘“‘ Confidential Information.” 

The Commissioners (as well as the local correspondents—a list 
of whom was given in the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 25th 
August, 1910, p. 405) are authorised to reply, so far as possible, to 
all inquiries which may be addressed to them directly by British 
traders and manufacturers ; but it is advisable that all such requests 
for information should in the first instance be addressed to the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, as much valuable time may often 
be saved thereby. The Branch is frequently in a position to give 
the desired information at once, and in other cases the inquiry is 
immediately forwarded to the proper Commissioner to be dealt with. 





BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Russia, Libau.—The following information is from the report by 
the British Vice-Consul at Libau (Mr. C. J. Hill) on the trade 
of that district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 

During the year 1909 greater numbers of British commercial 
travellers were observed to visit the district than in previous 
years. ‘'he number of catalogues, circulars, &c. received at the 
Libau Vice-Consulate is very large, but all, or nearly all of them, 
being in the English language, are of no more value than so much 
waste paper. Circulars, &c. should be printed in Russian or 


German. 
* we * * 
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Turkey, Uskub, (Macedonia).—The following information is from 
the report by H.M. Vice-Consul at Uskub (Mr. W. Hough) on the 
trade of that district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 

The first difficulty in the way of British trade is that English is 
not known by anyone in Uskub. Catalogues, price lists, &c. in 
English are useless, whereas in French they would be intelligible 
to most merchants of standing. 

Trade with the United Kingdom is also hampered by the absence 
of any agreement between British shipping lines and the railway 
company, which makes the services of a forwarding agent in Salonica 
indispensable. This disability, which does not exist for certain other 
countries whose shippers can obtain through rates, has largely con- 
tributed to divert the trade in iron and hardware from Great Britain. 
On the other hand local merchants would in many cases prefer a 
direct trade with the United Kingdom to supplying themselves with 
British goods through Salonica, especially as regards agricultural 
implements and machinery, gas engines, &c. ‘There is also a 
demand for clothing materials of British make, in which a good 
business might be done. Local merchants state that business in 
coffee might be done with the London market if quotations were 
more readily available. ‘lhe average price of coffee imported last 
year was 2/. 4s. per cwt. The Vice-Consul suggests that the 
population might take readily to cheap watches; the difficulty, 
he says, might be in the exact appreciation of the native taste in 
such matters and in starting a fashion.

Morocco, Casablanca.—The following information is from the 
report by H.M. Consul at Casablanca (Mr. A. M. Madden, C. M. G.) 
on the trade of that district in 1909, which will shortly be 
issued :-— 

A new feature in Shawia is the notable growth in the number of 
large foreign-owned farms. On some of these farms up-to-date 
agricultural machinery and implements are in use. Light iron 
ploughs, disc ploughs, cultivators, reapers, and traction engines (for 
road or plough), also wagons (of German make) have been seen on 
the quays at Casablanca. These goods are mostly of American, 
French or British make. It is probable that the number of farms 
owned by foreigners in Shawia will continue to increase, which will 
no doubt result in a still better cultivation of the soil. 

Attention is again directed to the splendid fertility and to the 
agricultural and other resources of Morocco. More interest and 
watchfulness in its future commercial possibilities and development 
might well be bestowed by commercial firms in the United 
Kingdom. Already foreign capital is creating new enterprises. 
With the gradual progress of Morocco, new commercial oppor- 
tunities will arise and further districts will be opened to trade. 
The natives of Morocco are very well disposed towards British 
traders and British goods.

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
SEPTEMBER, 1910.* 
I.—GENERAL. 

The trade returns for September, 1910, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1909, show increases in the value 
of the Imports into the United Kingdom, and in the values 
of the Exports both of the Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom and of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in September was 51,600,395/., an 
increase of 2,124,120/., or 4°3 per cent., as compared with 
September, 1909 ; whilst the total Exports amounted to 43,772,3701., 
an increase of 4,507,203/. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures 
of the United Kingdom show an increase of 4,163,2371., or 12°7 per 
cent., as compared with September, 1909; whilst there is an increase 
of 343,9661., or 5°3 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and 
Colonial Merchandise.

With regard to 
the coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during Septem- 
ber, 1910, amounted to 2,788,988 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 
2,742,310 tons, as against 2,711,066 tons entered, and 2,666,581 
tons cleared, in September, 1909. 


VI—NINE MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-SEPTEMBER). 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes 
during the nine months ended September, 1910, amounted to 
30,898,158 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 42,866,558 tons, as 
against 29,876,155 tons entered and 42,416,989 tons cleared during 
the nine months ended September, 1909. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the nine 
months ended September, 1910, amounted to 23,952,879 tons, and 
the tonnage cleared to 23,657,351 tons, as against 23,583,129 tons 
entered, and 23,189,627 tons cleared, during the corresponding 
period of 1909.

NoTEe.—The values stated for the latest year shown in the fore- 
going statements are provisional and subject to rectification. In 
some cases all the values are those declared by importers or 
exporters, as in the United Kingdom ; in others they are based on 
an official schedule of values which is subjected to revision after 
the close of each year, the values used in the current returns being 
those fixed in the latest completed revision. In general, the values 
so fixed represent the level of prices in the preceding year. The 
countries adopting the system of official values annually revised 
are :—Austria-Hungary, Belgium, France, Italy, Spain, and (for 
imports) Germany and Switzerland.

BRITISH INDIA. 


The “Gazette of India” of 3rd September last contains a Customs 
Notification of same date notifying that all 
challenge cups or trophies which have been 
won by any military unit (including volunteer 
corps), or by a particular member of any such 
unit in India, or which have been sent by donors resident abroad 
for presentation or competition in India, may be imported free of 
duty into British India. 

It is, however, provided that the articles for which free entry is 
claimed must be certified by the Officer Commanding the unit or 
brigade, or any higher military authority or any of their Staff 
Officers, as having been offered for competition or presented with 
the sole or main object of encouraging military efficiency. 

The cups or trophies must have had engraved on them before being 
shipped the object for which presented and, except in the case of 
those sent by donors resident abroad for competition in India, the 
name of the winner or winners.

It would appear that the value upon which 
duty is assessed upon re-entry of such textiles into the Dominion 
is the ‘fair market value” thereof as sold for home consumption 
in the United States. In all cases the full duty is charged upon 
the value of the goods as they pass the Canadian Customs-house, 
and not upon the value of the service rendered to them in the 
United States. 

It is provided in sections 44-5 of the Canadian Customs Act 
that the ‘“ fair market value” of the goods shall be taken to include 
the amount of any drawback which has been allowed by the 
Government of any other country, and that no deduction of any 
kind shall be allowed from the value of the goods imported into 
Canada bevause of any drawback paid, or to be paid, thereon.

RUSSIA. 


The British Acting Consul-General at Odessa (Mr. H. E. Dickie) 
— reports that, according to the official ‘‘ Commer- 
m= Proposed . , po 
Improvement of clal and Industrial Gazette ' of 31st August, 
South Russian 2 Proect is under consideration by : the 
Wetanesene Government for rendering the Dnieper and 
Northern Donetz rivers suitable for naviga- 
tion by means of a system of locks. It is stated that in this way 
vast districts of the Smolensk, Minsk, Mohilov, Chernigov, Kiev, 
Ekaterinoslav, Poltava, Kherson, Taurida, Kursk, Kharkov, and 
Voronezh Governments and of the Don Cossack Territory would be 
brought into direct communication with the Black Sea and the 
Sea of Azov. Moreover, the surplus water which would be created 
by the lock system could be utilised to very great advantage for 
irrigation in the arid regions traversed by the Donetz. 

The whole of the water of the Northern Donetz would have to 
be controlled. In the case of the Dnieper, it would not be possible 
to control the whole body of water, and the work would consist 
chiefly in the excavation of a canal with locks to run parallel with 
the cataracts. It would be most desirable, at the same time, to 
make an irrigation canal, branching off from the Dnieper between 
Ekaterinoslav and Alexandrovsk, by means of which the whole 
south-western district of continental Taurida could be transformed 
into a fertile fruit-producing country. (C. 8,132.)

It is stated that the steamship company has been 
formed by both importers and exporters, and that all the tinned 
food factories and tin printing works in Bergen, Haugesund and 
Stavanger are interested in the undertaking, and have signed 
freight contracts for large consignments during a considerable 
period.

Bureau Veritas, and the British Corporation, or of the official 
Spanish Register when such shall exist. The certificates must 
have been issued in the year for which the bounty is claimed, 
and all documents issued by the above institutions must be viséed 
in addition by the Spanish Consul of the foreign port where they 
are taken out, or, if issued at a Spanish port, by the Maritime 
authorities there. 

The other clauses of the new decree contain particulars of the 
information to be given by those claiming the bounties, of the 
manner in which the bounties are to be paid, and of the maximum 
amounts that may be obtained.

The following information is from the report by the British 
Acting Consul at Senggora (Mr. W. A. R. Wood) on the trade of 
the Monthons of Nakon Sritamarat and Patani in 1909, which will 
shortly be issued :— 


Considerable progress has been made with the new Peninsular 
Secteneties Railway, which is being built by the Siamese 
Sich on Government with funds advanced by the Govern- 
iaaitiematinng ment of the Federated Malay States (see ‘‘ Board 
Railwa of Trade Journal” of 21st October, 1909, p. 109). 
y The line, when completed, will connect the exist- 
ing Bangkok-Petchaburi line with the line to be built from Johore 
northwards to Kelantan. At present only a small portion of the 
main line is under construction, but two branch lines connecting 
the towns of Senggora and Trang (on the Indian Ocean) with the 
main line are being built; it will thus be possible, in a few years’ 
time, to cross the Peninsula from Trang to Senggora by rail. The 
completion of this line will give a tremendous impetus to the trade 
of the provinces of Trang and Senggora, and there is little doubt 
that Senggora will become a most important port. 

At the time of writing (July, 1910), the actual position of the 
railway work was as follows :—Senggora-Patalung section, 80 
kiloms. (about 50 miles) of earthwork completed; Trang-Tung- 
sawng section, 60 or 70 kiloms. (37 to 44 miles) of earthwork 
completed. Platelaying has already commenced, and the first 
construction train will start running in a short time. By the end 
of 1910 construction trains will run from Senggora to Hat Yai, a 
distance of 28 kiloms. (about 17 miles). 





MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY, 
NORWAY: 


H.M. Consul at Christiania (Mr. E. F. Gray) reports that, according 
to the ‘“‘ Trondhjems Adresseavis,” application 
is being made to the Norwegian Government 
Sion ain Chieeatt for a concession for electric smelting on the 
Field Troms6 ironfields, which comprise the fields on 
, the mainland between Tromsdalen river and the 
Ramfjord, and on Tromséen Island. If the concession is obtained, 
it is intended to begin work in the spring. Mr. Boholm, the owner 
of part of the field, states that, according to the reports of mining 
engineers, the deposits are unusually rich, and contain several 
hundred million tons of iron ore; the average content of the ore 
so far obtained is stated to be 35 per cent. of iron. The works 
now being planned are to be capable of producing 700,000 tons 
of iron per annum. Power is to be obtained from the Malangs 
Falls in the Maalselv river, which it is thought will supply 20,000 
h.p., and from other falls giving 10,000 h.p. (22,775.)

The area under beet crops is 598,400 dessiatines (about 1,616,000 
acres), an increase of about 20°9 per cent. as compared with the 
area in 1909. The output of the crop is estimated at 688,300,000 
pouds (about 11,100,000 tons) of beets, which is equivalent to a 
yield of 1,150°3 pouds per dessiatine (about 6°5 tons per acre). 
Last year the crop realised 421,900,000 pouds (about 6,800,000 
tons), and gave a yield of 852°8 pouds per dessiatine (about 5 tons 
per acre). ‘The estimated percentage of sugar in the beet this year 
is from 17 to 18. (C. 8,231.)

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &c. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby 
the names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as 
to other connected matters, are placed on a special Register at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has met 
with widespread approval, as evidenced by the steady increase in 
the number of names so registered. Formerly no charge was 
made for admission to the Register, the only requirement being 
subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal.” The great increase 
in the number of names inscribed, and in the amount of informa- 
tion distributed has, however, rendered it necessary to make a 
small charge for the service, and accordingly firms desirous of 
utilising this source of information are now (since Ist April, 
1910) required to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant 
General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W., for 
the service, including the supply of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
instead of merely subscribing to the ‘‘ Journal,” as previously, 
through the Government Sale Agents. British firms who wish to 
have their names registered should apply in writing to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, 
E.C., for the necessary form of application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms 
upon the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers 
in Foreign Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and 
the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and 
from other sources available to the Commerciai Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated 
to firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1909, 1,104 
such Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 51,816) 
were despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades 
to which the Circular letters respectively related. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred 
to above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready 
to answer enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the 
interests of British trade (see below).
